REVERSED OUR COURT. 


Tbe United States Supreme Judge* 


.Decide a Bank 


Oaae. 


By Associated Fran to The Tribune. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The question, 


whether the statutes relating to national 
banks, prohibiting them from purchasing 
or subscribing to tho stock of another 
corporation, can be urged by banks to de- 
feat an attempt to force against tho lia- 
bility of a stockholder, were passed on by 
tho Supreme! Court today. 


In tho case of the California National 


Bank, pallntllt In error, vs Nat Kennedy, 
it was held tho California National Bank 
ot San Diego held 990 shares of stock In 
the California Savings Bank, the former 
having suspended November 12, 1891, and 
tho latter December 29, 1891. 


The Superjpr Court of San Diego county 


held the National Bank was responsible 
to the creditors of tha savings bank to 
tho amount of $18,507, the former making 
the defense indicated above. 


The court holds e,1 national bank has no 


right to deal In stocks, although It may 
accept them as securities, and It may 
plead Its want of power as a defense In a 
case like tho one in question. 


The transaction In the stock of the sav- 


ings bank Is held to have been void, and 
the judgment of tho Supreme Court of 
California against the national bank re- 
versed.

LIKE CALIFORNIA'S SYSTEM. ' 
The United States Department of Ag- 


riculture has bWn experimenting on. 
th* subject of taxation for farmers. It 
has 
taken for its ground, work the 


provision. .:in the California Constituv 
tion which 'direct* that cultivated and 
uncultivated 
land shall be assessed 


alike, 
a provision that has been In- 


terpreted by the courts as meaning that 
the most highly cultivated land Is to be 
assessed: ho higher, than It would be if 
it v/ere absolutely without -cultivation. 


For the purpose of conducting; the ex- 


periments,' farms in Eastern tT(;w York; 
were . selected and experts obtained 
from each owner a personal estimate 
of the actual market value of his en- 
tire visible property,' separating build- 
Ings, from land and also separating 
from the natural value of the land in 
Its primitive form the value given it by 
cultivation. The. valuation of personal 
property was confined strictly to what 
the expert could see for himself. No 
Inquiry 
was made into the farmer's 


bank account, bonds, mortgages, prom- 
issory notes or invisible property of any 
kind. 
\ 


The result was that the agents re- 


ported 
almost uniformly that when 


asked to give a valuation for.any oth- 
er purpose than that or assessment for 
taxation,, farmers rate the1 value of 
both 
their land and their buildings 


much too high. With regard to person- 
al pronerty .they are disposed to put 
the valuation too low on their cattle, 
farming Implements; furniture, etc. In 
this 
'connection was considered the 


method In' vogue In California where It 
was stated a larger proportion of per- 
sonal property is returned under the 
listing system than in any other way 
but in all cities governed under that 
system the proportion ol personal prop- 
erty to real property BhrinkB abouts as 
much with each succeeding year as in 
cities where no lists are required; while 
the proportion of personal property be- 
longing to farmers which is assessed 
and taxed under the listing system is 
greater than it is where that system 
does not exist. 
. The conclusions arrived at by the Ag- 
ricultural Department are set forth as 
follows: "Our statistics show that if 
farms 
were assessed only at their 


strictly unimproved value, that would 
be less than 40 per cent of the improv- 
ed value, while oij the other hand, an 
assessment 
of 
city 
lots upon 


their 
" unimproved 
value 
would 


amount to >rather more than ES per 
cent of the Improved value." The re- 
port concludes by stating that a great 
advantage would accrue, to the East- 
ern farmers by a change to the Cali- 
fornia system.

However, it cannot be left to chance, 
for characters formed by circum- 
stances alone are like the picture of the 
old chaos, a mere mass of contusion. 
Instead of man's being a creature of 
circumstances, ?for they undoubtedly to 
some extent aitect his moral stature, 
he should be their architect.. .By his 
own personal exertions he must rear- 
range and regulate them so as to build 
one beautiful, harmonious whole. Too 
much streaa cannot be laid upon this 
personal responsibility, for a. cultured 
character in not: inherited, neither is it 
an appendage of station in life, but the 
result of one's own efforts. 
- 
"Why, then,"if 'it" costs uo but exer- 
tion, do we no* all aim at possessing 
true, strong, cultured-characters?!'. 
"The means of attainment," the au- 
thor went on to say was "by seeking 
the best in all that comes. In contact 
with our hearts and minds. The moat 
cultured nations," she continued, "are 
always the most dvlUsed." AB'exam- 
ple *b* spoke of Greece. She then dwelt 
on the effect of culture upon the mind 
and character, and said that while it 
unquestionably .benefits the former, 
in many case* It ::doe* not necessarily 
Influence character-: for good. "While 
we may flnd," she-sald, "a strong, un- 
sullied soul in•'. an ..uncultured person, 
•till,, we find there a:.consciousness of 
something wanting, which .culture and 
Intellectual development can supply. .

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The question 


whether the statutes relating io national 
banks, prohibiting them from purchasing 
or subscribing to the stock of another 
corporation, can be urged by banks to de- 
feat an attempt to force against the lia- 
bility of a stockholder, were passed on by 
the Supreme1 Court today. 


In th« case of the California National 


Bank, pallatise In error, vs. Nat Kennedy, 
it was held .the California National Bank 
of San Diego held 990 shares of stock in 
the California Savings Bank, the former 
having suspended November 12, 1891, and 
the latter December 29, 1891. 


The Super4pr Court of San Diego county 


held the National Bank -was responsible 
to the cradltors of the savings bank to 
the amount of $18,507, the former making 
the defense Indicated above. 


The court holds a'national bank has no 


right to deal In stocks, although It may 
accept them as socurlties, and it may 
plead Its want of power as a defense in i 
case like the one In question.
